Description: 


Children will discover the artists and craftspeople who live in their neighborhood. 


Materials: 
paper and pencils 


Preparation: 


Keep your eyes open for local craft shows, studio fours, and art shows that you can take your child to.

Procedure: 

When the seasons change, artists oflen open 
their studios to the public. Studio tours are 
usually advertised in local newspapers, along 
with lists of the various studios ond their loca- 
tions. Take o day and visit a number of studios 
with your child. You might want to call ahead 
to moke sure that the artist is wiling to take 
the time to talk with her. Let the chid look at 
the arts and crafts on display and encourage 
her to ask questions. if you are lucky, you may 
even see an artist at work 


Extension: 

After visiting a local artist, have your child 
draw a picture that shows what she learned 
‘about artists ond craftspeople. 


Do you 
have a relative or a neighbor who paints for a hobby? Several times a year, artists open up their studios to the public. When 
You meet an artist, ask questions lke these: How do you do that? Do you ike being an artist?
